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It is of course understood that every 
development in any club must go hand in hand 
hand.

We 
Have also started with lectures by our ®wn 
members, and have had some quiz evenings, 
and debates. 

Our first anniversary will very aptly 
be celebrated with another concert in 
which a number of star-artists are taking 
part.

bill of indictment against the German 
people.

The execution of the novel 
idea of interpreting music by color- 
ful pictures could not have been put 
into abler hands than Walt Disney's. 

The pictures on the Screen mirror 
the thoughts and imaginations which 
would come to the listeners if they 
would sit back and close their eyes. 
Thus, f.i., Bach's Toccato and Fugue 
in D-minor which is a, piece of abso- 
lute music, suggests strange figures 
floating through space, vaves which 
turn into flashes of lightiing and oth- 
er fantastic forms.

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T;,is column shall dealawith the most important political news in general and tha 
which concerns us Jew specifically. - To summarize the main political events shor 
ly we might as well start with recalling that tne peace treaties for the axis safcel 
lites Roumania, Bulgaria, Finland, Hungary and Italy were concluded. Although thei 
were differences during this Paris Peace Conference, especially over the Trieste ar 
the "free navigation for everyone on the Danube" issues, the Big Three showed thei: 
good will and finally came to an understanding. It remains to be seen if the nume. 
ous abstacles for the peace treaties for Austria and Germany will be overcome. - Th e ; 
treaties will probably be concluded by spring this year, on the pressure of U.S. S. 
retary of State Byrnes, against the view of the Soviet Union which maintains that i 
time is not yet ripe for such a step. Meanwhile here in China civil strife is goi. 
on with undiminished ferocity, and the same applies to Indonesia and Vietnam (for- 
merly the two French— governed provinces of Annam and Cambodia) in the -t'ar East , Jr 
China the Kuo Min Tang party did not come to an agreement with the Communists, al- 
though the special presidential envoy and mediator, U.S. Gen, Marshall, and U.S. An 
bassador to China, Leighton Stuart, exerted their utmost influence upon both parti. 
The new constitution proved to be the main obstacle for the conciliation of the two 
divergent opinions, and Communist negotiator, Gen. Chou En Lai, declared that nego- 
tiations will* be severed completely, should the constitution be put into effect. — 
Heavy fighting is going on in Vietnam between the Vietnamese and the French forces. 
France does not consent to the Vietnamese demand to get the status of and indepen- 
dent republic, but has sent reinforcements comprising also a large percentage of fo 
eign legion troops there. Besides, Gen. Leclerc, one of the finest French generals 
during World War II, has been commissioned to direct military operations there. A 
fierce battle in the vicinity of Hanoi is now in progress. - Negotiations and com 
bat are intermittently taking place in the former Dutch East Indies possessions, no 
commonly known as Indonesia. Center of trouble is Java, densest populated of the 
islands, where also Batavia, the capital, is located. Also here the claim for com- 
plete independence is put forward by the Indonesians. The Dutch who exercised the 
most liberal colonial policy before" the war, are anxious not to lose this rich colo- 
ny on which they largely depend. They have made certain concessions, bpt their mini- 
mum demand is that the islands remain an integral part of the Netherlands under the 
;rown of Queen Wilhelmina. In this they are supported by Great Britain, which fear; 
that an independent republic might be of a disadvantageous effect on the Indian site 
ation, which is a separate chapter. No agreement has been reached yet. - The situ- 
ation in Palestine looks rather gloomy still. Immigrants beyond the ridiculous quot 
of 1500 a month are continually deported to Cyprus. It is not certain yet if the Jo 
ish Agency will take part in the next Palestine Conference set for January 21st, in 
London, as the Zionist World Congress in Basle has come to the conclusion that coop 
ration cn the part of the Jews depends on certain concessions to be made by Great 
Britain. It seems doubtful if a nr' agreement may be expected, the Arab League exertii 
their utmost influence to frustrate any scheme of a Jewish independent state. The 
terroristic activity of the Irgun Zvai Leumi and the Stern group has now led to the 
first anti-Jewish riots in England. In reaction the that an anti- terroristic league 
within the Ifishuv has been founded which bears the characteristic name "Thou Shalt 
Not Kill". Our only future hope remains the U. S. whose influence in Near East afi-? 
fairs has been strengthened considerably by the recent oil treaty, thorugh which th 
United States is to share with Great Britain a great percentage of the oil in the 
Near East. Let us hope that our only real friend, the U. S, A., will not fail to su 
port us in our righteous struggle for an independent Jewish state.
